OCCUPATIONAL The American Bar Association—through a subcommittee on workmen’s 
HAZARDS 


Selinanes, Sob compensation and employers’ liability law, headed by Ashley St. Clair, Boston—hes 
. spent two years studying proposal for uniform extraterritorial (this issue, OH, page 41) applica- 
tion of workmen’s compensation laws. Discussion of the subject was recently held by the 
State Funds Association prior to a California International Association of Industrial 
Accident Boards and Commissions convention. 


Workmen's compensation preview for 1954: 
© Liberalization of compensation law benefits will probably spread. Same will probably 
happen for improved administration of such programs. 
e Legislation aimed to lower employer compensation costs is headed for consid- 


eration in many states. Overall outlook, however, is for heavier employer burdens in this 
direction. 


On the hearing loss front: 

e Dr. C. Richard Walmer, Pittsburgh, managing director, the Mellon Institute’s 
Industrial Hygiene Foundation, warns damage suits for hearing loss compensation are piling 
up so fast the industrial economy may be harmed unless research can solve the noise problem. 

e One New Jersey company faces claims totaling $5,000,000. 

e H. A. Nelson, Wisconsin director of workmen’s compensation, believes uncer- 
tainty in interpreting loss of hearing compensation legislation (this issue, OH, page 45) has led 
American industry into facing an estimated two billion loss of hearing claims. 

e Wisconsin’s Supreme Court recently denied a motion for rehearing of its boiler- 
mokers’ ear (Wojcik) case (this issue, OH, page 71) in which it had upheld payment of compen- 
sation for gradual industrial loss of hearing. Green Bay Drop Forge Co., the man’s employ- 
er, had asked for a rehearing, was joined by 10 other Wisconsin firms which filed 
briefs. The case is called a million dollar legal question. 500 claims have been filed for 
such compensation in the past two years. One Milwaukee union attorney filed about 450 
of the claims. 

e Wisconsin’s legislature has declared in future there must be a loss of wages before 
compensation may be claimed. 


Air pollution control will be raised as state legislative issues in several states during 
1954, will continue as a major problem at municipal and county levels, according to 
reports from state capitals and cities throughout the nation. 

e A New Jersey legislative proposal would establish air pollution control commissions in 
each of the state’s 21 counties. It also calls for a state air pollution control director. 
New Jersey industry opposes the legislation, wants problem worked out through cooperation 
rather than new laws. 

e Los Angeles County Air Pollution District estimates its county industries have 
spent over $150,000,000 on special fume suppressing devices. The Los Angeles smog re- 
mains an issue, far greater expenditures will be needed. 


13 independent cancer research studies in the U.S. and abroad show essentially 
same result regarding effect of cigarette smoking—none are favorable. 

e Dr. Ernest L. Wynder, Memorial Center for Cancer and Allied Diseases, had 
his staff interview 1,000 lung cancer patients. Results: Only 15 were nonsmokers. 
Matched sample of noncancerous persons showed 150 nonsmokers. 

e Chairman of Tulane University’s School of Medicine predicts by 1970 one of 
each two or three men in the U.S. with cancer will have lung cancer, one of every ten or 15 


women in the U.S. will have lung cancer. Cancer is more common amongst men than 
women.

Low Voltage Can Kill 


Editor, 

The article “Low Voltage Can 
Kill” (OH, July ’53) is a good pres- 
entation of the warning that must 
be repeatedly made to keep workers 
and others properly respectful of 
electricity. We are disturbed, how- 
ever, by the statement “The 60 cycles 
per second on which AC is distrib- 
uted is the most dangerous to the 
human body.” This could easily 
lead uninformed people to the opin- 
ion that industry is careless in using 
60 cycle power rather than 50 cycle 
or 25 cycle power. 

The work of Dalziel, Ogden and 
Abbott on “The Effect of Frequency 
on Let-Go Currents” shows plainly 
that there is no real difference in let- 
go current in the range between 10 
cycles and 200 cycles per second. 
This range includes all frequencies 
that are at all practical for long 
range distribution of power and 
there is, therefore, no usable fre- 
quency of alternating current that 
can be considered more dangerous 
than any other usable frequency. 
Under the circumstances we believe 
it is important to safety education to 
avoid singling out any particular 
frequency as “the most dangerous.”

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Do You Know 


Your Compensation Law? 


IF YOU DO INTERSTATE BUSINESS... 


Thirteenth of a series 


In law, the turn of a phrase makes a 
big difference. In compensation law, 
the little things said—or unsaid—are 
often the difference between a claim- 
ant’s receiving an award and his 
being denied one. So OH legal editor 
Richard F. Gonda has analyzed the 
various statutes. 


To arrive at a norm he made up a 
basic act. It’s an arbitrarily plotted 
outline of what most compensation 
acts entail. You'll find it in part 1 
(February °52) of this series. Dig it 
up and hang onto it: all state laws 
yet to be discussed will be compared 
with this basic act. As another kind 
of a yardstick, you'll find the manual 
premium rates for four occupational 
categories—the same four in each 
case—listed for each state. 


If your company is engaged in 
interstate commerce, as most are, 
you’ll want to check over all the 
states’ statutes: 

February: Alabama, Arizona, Ar- 
kansas, California. 

March: Colorado, Connecticut, Del- 
aware, Florida, Georgia. 

April: Idaho, Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, 
Kansas.

Extra-Territoriality ... 


THE RAPID GROWTH OF INDUSTRIAL America has brought a major problem 
in the field of workmen’s compensation not easily solved—that of extra- 
territoriality. 

e Political boundaries of the 48 states do not confine industry. Many 
companies have principal offices in one state, plants in four or five 
others, sales offices in all 48. What can happen in such situations was 
exemplified by a recent case heard in the Michigan Supreme Court— 
Daniels v. Trailer Transport Company (327 Mich. 525). Claimant, a 
resident of Illinois, made a contract of employment in Texas with an 
employer whose home office was in Michigan, but who engaged in 
operations in various states. The claimant signed a contract agreeing 
that the Michigan workmen’s compensation law should apply to his 
employment. He then worked for the employer in several states, not 
including Michigan, Illinois, or Texas. He suffered a compensable acci- 
dent in Tennessee. The question raised by this complicated situation: 
which states’s compensation laws apply? 

This would not be an important question if there were some substan- 
tial uniformity in the statutes from state to state. But compensation 
benefits vary greatly. 

e Just because an injury occurs in Tennessee, does not mean that only 
Tennessee’s compensation law applies. Sometimes the local law may not 
apply at all. More often, the law of the site of the injury as well as the 
law of one or more other jurisdictions may come into play. Whether the 
law of the foreign state may apply to the local accidental injury depends 
on whether that state has a sufficient relevant interest in the case to 
apply its statute. The interest must be a “legitimate” one and cannot 
violate the obligation of giving full faith and credit to the statutes of the 
sister state which also has an interest in the occurrence. The U. S. Con- 
stitution makes this restriction. 

e This much is clear. Successive awards can be made in different 
states for the same compensable injury. However, the amount of the 
first award must be deducted from the second. 

There has been much said both pro and con regarding the desirability

The Hearing Loss Problem 


(Part I) 


JUST LIKE DEATH AND TAXES the only thing certain about 
the noise problem is that we have it with us. Clouded 
and shifting as it is, the courts of most states are willing 
to postpone decisions while the issues become clarified. 
After the legal tussles in the Wojcik, Green Bay, Wisc., 
case (see Right Off The Docket, this issue) and the 
Slawinski V. Williams, New York State case, you can 
assume that it’s just a matter of time before damagingly 
noisy operations in your shop will probably cost you 
compensation payments, unless you’ve taken steps to 
prevent injury to workers. Most states already allow 
payment for hearing loss (OH, Sept. ’53). 


Many cases are reported ripe for the courts. The 
beclouded aspects of deafness have been the brake on 
pressing them. In doubt are such points as: 1) accurate 
measurement of permanent deafness, 2) how much noise 
is harmful, 3) how much is caused by age, and medical 
history, 4) how much can be blamed on the previous 
employer. Now that some courts have begun to act, the 
lid will undoubtedly be raised eventually in most states. 


As a legal defense in confronting compensation cases, 
industry must have standards for answering these prob- 
lems. One of the first steps to arrive at such standards 
was taken recently by a panel of medical experts at the 
request of the New York State workmen’s compensation 
board. Called by board chairman, Mary Donlon, the 
committee of consultants, all recognized otolaryngolo- 
gists, were presented a series of questions on the indus- 
trial hearing loss problem. The committee indicated 
precise answers to some of the questions could not yet 
be given because of lack of factual information. It gave 
its answers as tentative, subject to change as new re- 
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search and information is acquired. Following is a sum- 
mary of key points presented by the committee: 

QUESTION: what number of decibels constitutes an 
occupational hazard? 

ANSWER: An exact answer cannot yet be given be- 
cause evidence is lacking. However, the following 
points are a fair summary of present knowledge on this 
important question: 

e Most persons exposed daily for several hours to 
noise at intensity levels above 120 decibels—whatever 
composition of the noise—will suffer permanent damage 
to hearing in a matter of months. 

e For most industrial noises at overall levels of 100 
to 120 decibels, exposure of several hours daily for a 
long period of time will cause permanent damage to 
hearing in a considerable proportion of persons. 

e Hearing of a few very susceptible persons may be 
permanently damaged by exposure for many years to 
certain noises at levels between 90-100 decibels. 

QUESTION: What effect has distance from the

of successive awards. Against it is 
the argument that the employer and 
insurance carrier may be subjected 
to repeated claims in different juris- 
dictions for the same injury. This 
makes it impossible for the em- 
ployer to know with assurance that 
a claim has been fully satisfied. On 
the pro side, the worker is at a dis- 
advantage to learn all his potential 
rights arising from the statutes of 
the various states. Therefore he can 
make an _ unfortunate choice in 
choosing the jurisdiction for the first 
claim. The worst that can happen to 
the employer, aside from the incon- 
venience, is that he may have to pay 
the highest amount of compensa- 
tion allowed by any single state 
having an applicable statute. This is 
the same amount payable if the 
claimant had made his best choice 
available for the first claim. 


Legitimate Interest 

e We have reached a point today 
where it is held that any state 
having a “legitimate” interest in a 
compensable injury may apply its 
compensation act to that injury 
without violating its constitutional 
duty to give full faith and credit to 
the compensation statutes of other 
states also having an interest in the 
injury. The courts have said that a 
state has a legitimate interest in a 
claim if any one of the following 
situations exist: 

e Injury occurred in the state. 

e Contract of employment was 

made in the state. 
Employment relation exists or 
is conducted in the state. 
Industry is localized in the 
state. 
Employee resides in the state. 
Statutes of the state were ex- 
pressly adopted by the em- 
ployer and employee by con- 
tract. 
Every one but the last of these situ- 
ations has been upheld by the U. S. 
Supreme Court as a “legitimate” 
interest. 

Why, simply because an employee 
resides in North Carolina, should 
North Carolina have an interest in 
applying its law to an injury which 
that employee sustained in Californ- 
ia? Let’s look at each of the grounds 
which gives the state a legitimate 
interest. Obviously, the state where 
the injury occurs has an interest in 
the claim. Refusal of the state in 
which injury occurs to apply its own 
laws could force physicians and hos-

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pitals of the state to try to collect 
charges for medical care from an- 
other state. “What could more ap- 
propriately be deemed the concern 
of the state where the injury oc- 
curs,” asked the U. S. Supreme 
Court, “than the bodily safety and 
economic protection of employees 
injured within it?” 

The legitimate interest of a state 
in which employment contract was 
made was justified on the basis that 
if an injury occurred in a state far 
from place of contract—and the 
employee was returned by his em- 
ployer to the place of contract—he 
might have to return to the state in 
which he worked at his own expense 
to claim compensation for his in- 
jury. If he did not do this he might 
become a public charge in the state 
where he was hired. The same in- 
terest holds for those states where 
the employment relation exists or 
where the employee resides. If the 
employee is left uncompensated or 
under-compensated, local commun- 
ity may have to bear the expense of 
assistance. The state where the in- 
dustry is localized also has a legiti- 
mate interest since costs of compen- 
sation fall most heavily upon the 
employers and consumers where the 
industry is centered. 


State Statutory Laws 


e Most state legislatures having 
recognized the problem of extra- 
territoriality, have written statutes 
governing their attitudes on the 
problem. 

The fact an injury occurs within 
a state is usually sufficient ground, 
in itself, for applying the local 
statutes. As for out-of-state injur- 
ies, the two most prevalent grounds 
for application of local statutes are: 
a) making a contract of employ- 
ment within the state, b) existence 
of an employment relationship with- 
in the state. 

e Thirteen states have _ statutes 
making state acts apply to out-of- 
state injuries solely because the 
contract of employment was made 
in the state. These are Alabama, 
Hawaii, Idaho, Illinois, Kansas, Ken- 
tucky, Maine, Missouri, Tennessee, 
Utah, Vermont, Arizona, and Colo- 
rado. Texas and New Mexico have 
a similiar law but there the injuries 
must occur within a specified time 
after leaving the state—one year in 
the case of Texas, six months for 
New Mexico. Eight other states are 
in the “place-of-contract” category. 
They also require some additional 
“legitimate” interest such as em- 
ployee’s residence or place of em- 
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ployer’s business before their laws 
apply to foreign injuries. 


e The other common ground for 
application of local law to an out-of- 
state injury comes into play when 
the local state is the state of 
regular employment, the worker 
was outside on a temporary basis or 
for a special reason. Oregon, West 
Virginia, Arizona, Colorado, New 
Mexico, and Utah consider this rea- 
son alone enough to confer jurisdic- 
tion on the out-of-state injury. Four 
other states will confer jurisdiction 
for this reason plus some other in- 
terest. 

The statutes of Connecticut, Mas- 
sachusetts, the District of Columbia, 
Indiana, Ohio, and South Dakota are 
more general in terms. They pro- 
vide that laws shall extend to all 
out-of-state injuries as well as those 
which occur within the states. Any 
restrictions are left to the courts. 


e A few states have laws speci- 
fically denying coverage for injuries 
occurring within state boundaries. 
An injury occurring in North Da- 
kota is not covered by that state’s 
law if: a) the employer and em- 
ployee are both non-residents, b) 
the employee is only temporarily 
within the state, c) the employee is 
covered by laws of another state, 
d) reciprocity exists between the 
two states’ compensation laws. 
Maryland, Colorado, Rhode Island, 
New Mexico, Utah, and Ohio also 
exclude certain injuries occurring 
within: their borders if similiar cir- 
cumstances exist. 

e The fact that a compensation 
law has developed in each state of 
the U. S. makes it clear it would be 
impossible to devise any single set 
of over-riding principles, apply 
them to all fact situations. There is 
no uniformity of state laws. There- 
fore, every injury cannot be limited 
to the law of only one state. Even 
if that could be accomplished, few 
states would find it desirable be- 
cause of the vast differences in 
benefits from state to state. State 
A, having a “legitimate” interest in 
an injury occurring in State B, 
would undoubtedly be dissatisfied if 
it had no jurisdiction and State B’s 
law precluded recovery of an award 
or the award was substantially less 
than could be recovered in State A. 

Under our system of government 
the question of extra-territoriality 
in compensation law will remain 
with us in same way as the conflicts 
of law in every other phase of legal 
jurisprudence. This will continue as 
long as there are forty-eight states 
and forty-eight sets of laws in the 
United States. e e

e Provided supervisors with ex- 
perience in administering the plan. 

Plan was later tried in two small 
departments. It took about same 
time to explain mechanics of the 
new plan to hourly employees as 
usual explanation of time clock 
workings. Employees were enthusi- 
astic. Trial showed enough time was 
saved, employee morale boosted suf- 
ficently to warrant extension to en- 
tire plant. 

Whistle-jumping check was made by 
supervisors to determine if em- 
ployees left work stations before 
quitting time. This task was almost 
unnecessary. Employees welcomed 
the privilege of doing their own 
bookkeeping, did the job conscien- 
tiously. The “next man” was the 
best police check. They knew that 
abuse of the honor system would 
risk discontinuance for all. The few 
who tried to take advantage of the 
system got criticism of their fellow 
workers. 

Employees found it: 

e Saved them time. 

e Removed a minor emotional ir- 
ritant. 

What did the company gain? 

e Tardiness fell: 47% during the 
first year of operation, 33% during 
the second year. It now runs at 
about 51 cases a month, an all-time 
low for the company. Considering 
that supervisors and fellow em- 
ployees are a falsehood deterrent, 
this is probably an accurate measure 
of employee enthusiasm for the pro- 
gram, in the opinion of company 
officials. 

e Employee morale boosted tan- 
gibly. Officials found enough mea- 
surable factors to prove the system 
paid off in dollars and cents. 

eFavorable reaction from union 
leaders as well as from employees. 

Even the company stockholders liked 
the program. Parker conducted a 
poll among 1300 stockholders. Asked 
them to give their reactions to the 
company’s move in eliminating time 
clocks. 81% expressed approval. 
About 15% wanted to see how sys- 
tem worked before committing 
themselves. Only 4% opposed it. 
Typical comments of the _ over- 
whelming majority: 

e “A blow against regimentation.” 

e “A step in the right direction.” 

e “Good for morale.” 

e “The human thing to do.” 

There’s no doubt about it. The 
folks at Parker consider the program 
a success. However, they don’t sug- 
gest time clocks be eliminated in all 
other plants. They caution that con- 
ditions at Parker may not exist at 
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your plant. You can’t predict how 
it might work. However, by feeling 
your way through the early stages, 
as they did at Parker, you can tell if 
the results are good enough to war- 
rant extension. One thing you can 
reasonably gamble on, it probably 
will boost morale of your hourly 
workers. Nearly everybody likes to 
feel he’s trusted. e e 


EXHAUST HOOD FOR LEAD FUMES 
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Difficult problem was to design hood 
that totally enclosed the lead pan, 
allowed operator access to the pan 
for adding lead, skimming, and 
wiring the rig. Fourteen gauge steel 
was used for hoods and stack. The 
doors, aluminum, are counter- 
weighted. Hoods are supported by 
guides secured to roof trusses. Due 
to variance of lead pan construction 
each hood is custom-built. The hood 
shown in the accompanying picture 
has an off-center stack to clear ob- 
structing roof trusses. 

How do they work? Tests after in- 
stallation showed lead fumes de- 
cidely below maximum allowable 
concentrations, combustion fumes 
eliminated. Roebling has already in- 
stalled similar hoods on_ several 
other lead pans. 

Attack on the fume problem is 
being pushed by Roebling in many 
areas. In all cases the target is 
fume source, whether lead pan, acid 
tub, oil tempering bath, fume, gas, 
smoke or vapors. The way Roebling 
figures it, if you trap fumes where 
they start, a fume hazard can’t 
reach personnel. e e

bile unit is staffed by a registered 
nurse. When injuries require atten- 
tion of a doctor or hospital facilities, 
services of the Dow Hospital and the 
Industrial Doctor’s office are used. 

The unit is well used in its job of 
providing ready aid to accident vic- 
tims, decreasing time lost from on- 
the-job injuries. Treatment records 
show, during the first week of oper- 
ation, the mobile unit handled 84 
first aid cases. At end of the first 
month 361 persons had been treated. 

How much did the aid station cost? 
Exact figures aren’t available. How- 
ever, you can buy a 41 foot trailer 


completely equipped for private liv- 
ing—including a stove, a bath, toilet 
and shower—from about $6,000 up. 
Basic medical equipment as used in 
Dow’s unit probably could be pur- 
chased for less than $500. A smaller 
trailer might serve your purpose, 
cost you less.

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done about it. Following the fire in 
1952, investigation showed the sug- 
gestion was under consideration. An 
automatic sprinkler system would 
have prevented the second loss, 
would have been paid for several 
times over if installed prior to the 
first loss. Also saved would have 
been the stock and business inter- 
ruption loss usually following a dis- 
astrous fire. 

e The GM transmission plant fire 
at Livonia, Mich., on August 12, 
1953, started in an unsprinklered 
area of the building. Only about 


15% of the modern structure was 
covered by sprinklers. State Fire 
Marshal Arnold Renner declared af- 
ter the fire, the huge new plant—it 
was only four years old—‘“Was in- 
adequately protected by automatic 
sprinklers.” Livonia Fire Chief Cal- 
vin Roberts agreed the coverage was 
inadequate. Additional sprinklers 
were contemplated, bids had been 
received for protecting areas where 
combustible materials were stored, 
over dip tanks and similar areas. No 
contracts, however had been let for 
this added protection. 

Large fires start like the Livonia 
fire did, lots of times. Fire strikes 
an unsprinklered area, gets a good

start, then engulfs the entire build- 
ing. Answer to this situation will 
probably come from revisions of fire 
insurance specifications. Factories 
will probably be required to expand 
their sprinkler systems widely to 
protect areas not containing combus- 
tible materials as well as sections 
that do. The National Fire Protec- 
tion Association published figures 
showing that in 1952 about 3 million 
dollars of losses resulted from in- 
ability to cope with fires that devel- 
oped to serious proportions in un- 
sprinklered areas before spreading 
into adjacent sprinklered sections. 

You must watch several pitfalls in 
considering spot versus complete 
sprinkler protection: 

e Fires usually occur where least 
expected. 

e Insurance rates on preferred 
risks have already been lowered to 
such an extent some fire insurance 
salesmen have been cutting recom- 
mended protection requirements. 
This helps them demonstrate to the 
assured that initial investment in 
automatic sprinkler protection is 
lower, making their overall pro- 
posal seem more attractive. 

e Hazards are never constant. 
Sprinkler protection not required 
today in a section of a plant because 
of non-hazardous occupancy  be- 
comes necessary tomorrow because 
occupancy has changed or new pro- 
cesses have been introduced. Plans 
and installation of subsequent pro- 
tection in these areas take too much 
time for good fire safety. 

You can’t feel your automatic sprink- 
ler protection is adequete until you 
have: 

e Complete sprinkler protection. 

e Outside exposure _ protection 
(OH, Oct., 53). 

e Adequate water supplies. 

e Proper maintenance (OH, Apr., 
*53). 

Unless you have an adequate water 
supply for your sprinkler system it 
won’t do you much good in a fire. 
Normally sprinkler systems have 
two or more independent water sup- 
plies. Primary supply keeps pres- 
sure in the system at all times, the 
secondary supply supplements it. 

Primary supply should be able to 
deliver at least 500 gallons per mi- 
nute. If your building is large, of 
wooden construction or your prod- 
ucts are highly combustible, up to 
2,000 gallons or more per minute 
may be required. Secondary supply 
must be adequate to maintain pro- 
tection when the primary supply is 
crippled, overtaxed or exhausted 
during a fire. 

Automatic sprinkler systems with 
a gravity water supply give you de- 
pendable protection. The elevated 





tank holds a reserve of water above 
the property ready to flow the mi- 
nute a sprinkler opens. Nice thing 
about automatic sprinklers is that 
they quench fires’ before fire 
spreads. This is especially import- 
ant at night, at other times when 
employees are not near to discover 
and extinguish fires. 

Good fire protection facilities can save 
you money. When an automatic 
sprinkler system with a_ gravity 
water supply is properly installed, 
the savings usually pay for the in- 
stallation in a few years. Further 
savings—they are quite large in 
high value plants—are clear profit. 

Here are examples of some that have 
paid for themselves: 

e The automatic sprinkler system 
in the plant of the Verson Allsteel 
Press Co., Chicago, Ill., reduced in- 
surance costs $26,000 per year. The 
system comprising 1600 automatic 
sprinklers covers 90% of the 350,000 
square feet of floor area in five 
buildings covering eight acres. A 
100,000 gal. tank, 80-ft. to bottom, 
provides the primary water supply 
for the sprinkler system. The city 
water mains are the secondary 
source. Verson products include 
large mechanical and _ hydraulic 
power presses up to 10,000 tons, 
press brakes, tooling for presses and 
press brakes, and plastic molding 
presses. 

e A 50,000 gallon tower provides 
gravity water pressure for the auto- 
matic sprinkler systems of over 800 
sprinklers at the Lyons, Ill. plant of 
the Hendrickson Motor Truck Co. 
The plant, covering 4 acres, consists 
of two buildings with 84,000 square 
feet of floor area. According to the 
owner, the tank and sprinkler sys- 
tem will be paid for in less than 10 
years by insurance savings. The 
company manufactures motor trucks, 
tandem axle units, split shaft power 
take-offs and other special truck 
equipment. 

e The Crest Company reduced its 
fire insurance cost at its Edgefield, 
S. C., plant from $25.50 to $5.10 per 
thousand dollars by installing: 1) an 
automatic sprinkler system of 660 
sprinklers covering its entire 32,300 
square feet, 2) a 75,000 gallon tank. 
Premium reductions of 80% will pay 
the entire cost of the sprinkler sys- 
tem. The firm manufactures custom 
tailored auto seat covers. 

e Primary water supply for the 
sprinkler system of 1500 automatic 
sprinklers at the Ste. Martine, Que., 
plant of Fine Foods of Canada, Ltd. 
—the plant has 8 buildings with a 
total floor area of about 10,000 square 
feet—is from a 100,000 gallon tank.

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Its cost will be repaid out of insur- 
ance savings in approximately eight 
years. Fine Foods was established 
in 1931. It cans corn, peas, beans 
and other vegetables. 

e The “Junket” Brand Foods Divi- 
sion of Charles Hansen’s Laboratory, 
Inc., recently completed a new ware- 
house and shipping center near Lit- 
tle Falls, N. Y. An _ automatic 
sprinkler system of 750 sprinklers 
protects the entire floor area of 
750,000 cubic feet. Gravity water 
pressure is provided by a 50,000 gal- 
lon tank. The company estimates the 
tank and sprinkler system will pay 
for themselves in about 11 years. 

e The Wichita Falls (Texas) 
Compress Co., Inc., reduced its in- 
surance rate from 25¢ to 5¢ per $100 
on the contents of its warehouse by 
installing an automatic sprinkler 
system with a gravity water supply. 
The fire protection system also re- 
duced the insurance premiums 80% 
on the company’s plant facilities. 
The Compress built in 1944, covers 
more than 20 acres, has 225,000 
square feet to store approximately 
25,000 bales of cotton. The sprinkler 
system now protects about 50% of 
the floor area, eventually will be 
extended throughout the entire 
plant. 

What protection do automatic sprink- 
lers give you? They: 

e Attack fires promptly. Every 
fire has a small beginning. The 
sooner it’s attacked, the better is 
chance of extinguishment. 

e Eliminate human delays, give 
immediate alarm of the fire. 

e Put water right where needed 
most—over the heart of the fire. 
Water is used to good advantage, 
none is wasted. A hose stream uses 
six times the amount of water that 
one automatic sprinkler does. A new 
type spray sprinkler is available 
with a deflector to increase cover- 
age per sprinkler from 100 square 
feet to 130 square feet. 

e Hold the blaze in check with 
more certainty of aim. Hose streams 
often are directed blindly from out- 
side without certainty they are 
reaching the blaze. 

e Operate in heat and smoke. 
Firefighters may be driven out but 
automatic sprinklers cannot be. 

e Are always ready where in- 
stalled to protect outside, inside, 
contents and surroundings of build- 
ings. 

It may pay you to take another look 
at your sprinkler protection equip- 
ment, even if you consider it ade- 
quate. How about that unsprink- 
lered storage area you now use for 
wrapping and packaging parts? 
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Wouldn’t it be wise to extend your 
system there as soon as possible?

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source of the noise on sound inten- 
sity? 

ANSWER: Effects of distance on 
intensity in an industrial plant can’t 
be simply calculated by the inverse- 
square law usually used to measure 
any form of radiant energy. Walls, 
floors, ceilings, barriers, and cloth- 
ing deflect, reflect or absorb sound, 
distort results. Only practical meth- 
od of determining effect of distance 
on sound in an industrial situation— 
inside or outside the building—is to 


measure with a sound level meter, 
the intensities present at the differ- 
ent locations of interest. 

QUESTION: What effect has con- 
tinuity of noise on hearing loss as 
contrasted to intermittent, recurring 
or sporadic noises? 

ANSWER: Continuous exposure 
to noise of harmful level undoubt- 
edly causes more hearing damage 
than intermittent or occasional ex- 
posure to the same noise. 

e This doesn’t apply if intervals 
between noise bursts are extremely 
brief: in such cases the effect is 
probably same as that for continu- 
ous noise.

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e Sporadic noises such as created 
by trip hammers, drop hammers, 
punch presses, may be injurious be- 
cause of extremely high peak inten- 
sity of the sound rather than from 
average level of the sound or its in- 
termittent character. Each of the 
peaks—they’re difficult to measure 
may be similar to the blast of a 
small detonation. 

QUESTION: Which test is most 
suitable, for workmen’s compensa- 
tion purposes, to measure noise 
hazard in the work environment? 

ANSWER: Only practical way to 
measure’ industrial noise with 
enough accuracy for compensation 
purposes is with a _ sound level 
meter. 

e Sound level meters yield reli- 
able measurement only when prop- 
erly used by persons trained for the 
purpose. 

e Composition of the noise is im- 
portant for compensation purposes 
as well as the overall intensity level. 
This requires a band analysis to 
determine intensities of each of the 
several noise components. You must 
use accessory apparatus with your 
sound level meter to do this. The 
accessory apparatus must be capable 
of analyzing noise by octave bands. 

QUESTION: How long must a 
worker be away from the noisy en- 
vironment before accurate appraisal 
of hearing loss can be determined? 

ANSWER: Evidence at present is 
insufficient. A carefully conducted 
research investigation of at least 100 
persons with considerable degree of 
occupational deafness is needed be- 
fore this question can be accurately 
answered. 

e Until such research is completed 
the New York compensation board 
should continue appraising perman- 
ency of hearing loss after an inter- 
val of not less than 6 months follow- 
ing end of exposure to injurious 
noise. 

e No claim should be made unless 
hearing loss is stabilized. If hearing 
has changed since the end of expo- 
sure, stabilization should be deter- 
mined by at least three examina- 
tions made at least three months 
apart. 

QUESTION: What is compensable 
hearing loss? 

ANSWER: The ability to under- 
stand speech is, for almost every- 
body, the aspect of hearing most im- 
portant to everyday social and eco- 
nomic activities. 

e It should be the basis for occu- 
pational hearing loss awards. 

e Loss of hearing for tones of 
high frequency not affecting speech 
hearing should be considered for 
compensation awards only in those 
rare cases where claimants have

customarily worked at tasks requir- 
ing these high frequencies as an em- 
ployment prerequisite. 

QUESTION: What type of test is 
most suitable, for compensation pur- 
poses, to determine percentage of 
hearing loss? 

ANSWER: None of the methods 
of calculation now in use is wholly 
satisfactory. Each method gives 
only a rough approximation of the 
disability suffered by a person. 

e Until such time as a practical, 
accurate method of direct testing of 
ability to understand speech and of 
conversion of the results into per- 
centages of disability has been ap- 
proved by national organizations of 
otological specialists, the board 
should continue using the methods 
current in each community, of cal- 
culation from pure-tone audiograms, 
of the ability to understand speech. 
(See chart included in this article 
on page 41). 

e Until a direct method of test- 
ing is developed and acknowledged 
by specialists, it will probably be 
necessary to settle claims for awards 
by compromise between several 
items of available evidence regard- 
ing ability to understand speech. 

QUESTION: Should the age fac- 
tor be considered in fixing percen- 
tage of hearing loss due to work 
hazard? 


ANSWER: Undoubtedly hearing 
ability declines with age. Rate of 
decline differs with various people. 
Decline for the vast majority of 
people until the age of 50 is limited 
to losses of tones so high in pitch 
that loss does not affect ability to 
understand speech. After 50, normal 
loss often begins to gradually in- 
volve hearing tones in the speech 
range frequencies. 

e A proper allowance for the 
normal aging effect on hearing is 
0.5% for each year a person is older 
than 50 years. Below no allowance 
should be made for normal loss of 
hearing. 

e Because, for any given individ- 
ual, the recommended allowance is 
only approximate, it would be 
equally fair to everyone except 
those at extremes of the age group- 
ings made, to make a flat allowance 
of 5% for all persons between 51-60 
years, inclusive, and 10% for all 
persons over 60. 

QUESTION: What is the value of 
hearing aids in reducing compens- 
able loss? 

ANSWER: The board should not 
consider whether or not a claimant’s 
ability to understand speech is im- 
proved by wearing a hearing aid in 
making compensation award. 

QUESTION: Of what value are 
pre-employment examinations in 


determining any existing loss of 
hearing? 

ANSWER: Routine pre-employ- 
ment examinations of hearing are 
strongly recommended. 

e Records of such examinations 
are important evidence in event of 
future claims, determination of 
awards to be made. 

e Interests of both employer and 
employee are protected by such ex- 
aminations. 

QUESTION: Which test is most 
suitable? 

ANSWER: The pre-employment 
examination should include making 
a separate pure-tone air-conduction 
audiogram as a minimum test, for 
each ear. It should test thresholds 
of hearing for each of a series of 
tones, from low to high frequency, 
over a range from about 125 cycles 
per second up to about 10,000 cycles 
per second. 

e These tests should be made by 
a properly trained examiner using 
a correctly calibrated pure-tone au- 
diometer in a suitable testing room. 

e In case the pure-tone audi- 
ogram indicates impaired hearing, 
hearing examination should be ex- 
tended to include other items be- 
lieved indicated by the pre-employ- 
ment examining physician.

QUESTION: How often should 
tests be made? 

ANSWER: New employees—and 
old employees assigned to work in 
areas where noise is suspected to be 
hazardous—should be retested after 
one week, after one month and after 
three months of exposure to the 
noise. Subsequent tests should be 
made at about yearly intervals. 

e Such tests—especially those 
made in the first three months— 
may reveal persons especially sus- 


ceptible to injury by noise in time 
to prevent serious permanent 
damage. 

e Such persons can be protected 
from acquiring occupational deaf- 
ness by assignment to less noisy 
surroundings, use of suitable ear 
protective devices such as ear plugs 
or ear muffs. 

QUESTION: To whom _ should 
copies of the hearing examination 
be given? 

ANSWER: They should be han- 
dled and filed in same manner as 
other parts of physical examina- 
tions.

QUESTION: Is treatment of help 
in reducing hearing impairment? 

ANSWER: Hearing loss by expo- 
sure to injurious noise is not im- 
proved by either medical or surgical 
treatment known to the committee. 

e If part of the hearling loss is 
due to some cause other than noise 
exposure, treatment may alleviate 
loss from the other condition. 

QUESTION: Are catarrhal and 
respiratory tract infections, condi- 
tions that precede loss of hearing? 

ANSWER: Such infections may 
extend to the middle ear, thus be- 
come the indirect cause of hearing 
impairment. Hearing losses caused 
by exposure to noise are due to 
damage to the inner ear. The mid- 
dle ear is the part affected by ex- 
tensions of upper respiratory infec- 
tions or catarrhal conditions. 

How acceptable are these standards? 

These standards are the first to 
be defined by a state compensation 
board. Some people in the field al- 
ready indicate they won’t go un- 
challenged. Some acoustical experts 
feel they oversimplify the problem. 
They claim individual susceptibility 
to noise and ability to recover from 
it varies too much to set arbitrary 
levels. Even the decibel itself is 
criticized. Regardless of details, at 
least the New York board blazed 
the train. 

How does the problem affect your 
industry? 

The following industries usually 
are believed to have serious noise 
problems: boiler factories, ship- 
building, some steelmaking opera- 
tions, some other metalworking in- 
dustries, textiles. Whatever your 
industry, it will pay you to examine 
your operations for noise hazards. 
Noisy operations exist in many in- 
dustries besides these. 

A possible indirect handicap to 
industry, resulting from the noise 
problem, is the different approach 
taken by the various states in diag- 
nosing deafness, appraising evi- 
dence, making compensation pay- 
ments. Firms in one state with high 
levels of compensation payments 
may be put at a competitive disad- 
vantage to firms in the same indus- 
try in other states where awards are 
smaller and less numerous. (See 
chart on page — to see how state 
actions differ) ...

Can Employer’s Wife 
Collect For Son’s Death? 


A FAMILY SITUATION INVOLVING A 
MOTHER, father and son recently 
came up in a Virginia compensation 
action. 


Glassco’s 18 year old son was in- 
stantly killed in an accident arising 
out of and in the course of his em- 
ployment at his father’s sawmill. At 
the time of his death, he was regu- 
larly employed by his father at a 
wage of $1 per hour. He had been 
so employed for six months. 


e Mother of the deceased boy, 
wife of the employer, filed a claim 
to recover compensation benefits. 
She claimed partial dependency 
upon her son. The employer-hus- 
band defended the claim. He con- 
tended it is a settled principle in 
Virginia a wife cannot maintain a 
tort action against her husband: it 
follows she also cannot maintain a 
proceeding to recover compensation 
benefits from husband and his insur- 
ance carrier. 


e In answering this contention 
the court explained the difference 
between an action for compensation 
and a tort action. The court said the 
“contention is based upon a miscon- 
ception of the right to, and liability 
for, compensation benefits. A com- 
pensation proceeding is not one to 
recover damage for a wrong, the 
employer’s liability is not based upon 
tort. It is a proceeding to enforce a 
liability imposed by statute for an 
injury received by, or death of, an 
employee in the course of and aris- 
ing out of his employment. As to 
an employer coming within its terms, 
the act imposes a legal obligation to 
financially compensate the injured 
employee for such an injury, or the 
employee’s dependents, in case of 
death. Thus, the statute reads into 
every contract of employment with- 
in the purview of the act the obli- 
gation of the employer to pay, and 
the right of the employee or his de- 
pendents to recover, such benefits.” 


e Concluding, the court said no- 
where could they find any basis for 
claim that because the employer is 
husband of the claimant, she is to 
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be barred from recovering death 
benefits payable to dependents of 
deceased employees. 

Claim allowed.

Heart Attack 
From Lifting 


EVEN THOUGH LIFTING GROCERY CASES 
by an employee in good health is 
not regarded as unusual, such effort 
by one whose health was not in the 
best condition could alter the find- 
ing in a compensation claim. 

Katz was employed as a helper on 
a grocery truck. He testified on 
January 23 or 24, 1950, he bent down 
to the floor of the truck to pick up a 
case of groceries. As he bent the 
truck stopped suddenly, jerked, he 
“felt a pain” in his chest. He con- 
tinued to work, however, the rest of 
the week. But every time he bent 
down to pick up a case, “I felt a 
pain.” He told a cardiac specialist 
that on Friday, January 27, while 
lifting a heavy crate there was a 
sudden increase of pain in the left 
side of his chest. At the end of the 
week, while off work, the pain in- 
creased. It was ultimately diag- 
nosed as an anterior wall myocar- 
dial infraction. 

The specialist testified the inci- 
dent precipitated clinical heart di- 
sease in a heart already weakened 
by an underlying silent coronary 
sclerosis. Another doctor told the 
court the original lifting of the crate 
on January 23 indicated cardiac im- 
pairment and Katz should have gone 
to bed instead of continuing to work. 
His continuance of lifting aggravated 
the condition. 

From evidence presented by the 
doctors, the court decided since the 
aggravation is attributed to a partic- 
ular time and event, the effect of the 
effort after the original attack on 
the already weakened cardiac struc- 
ture was an accident. This was true, 
said the court, even though such an 
effort by one in good health could 
not be regarded as unusual.

Is Money Loss Or 
Earning Capacity Loss 
Ruling Factor? 


ALTHOUGH IN EITHER CASE, the result 
would have been the same, the Mon- 
tana Supreme Court recently cor- 
rected the Montana compensation 
board, pointing out loss of ability to 
earn rather than loss of earnings 
themselves determines the claim- 
ant’s rights. 

Jacob P. Shaffer sustained an in- 
jury while working for a packing 
company. The injury arose out of 
and in the course of his employment. 
It resulted from a fall of about ten 
feet. He struck the frozen ground 
on the back of his neck. Shaffer sus- 
tained defects of thinking capacity 
in addition to contusions and cerebral 
concussion which aggravated previ- 
ously existing arthritis and deafness. 
He was hospitalized for two weeks. 
At end of eight weeks he returned to 
work receiving the same or a greater 
salary than he received before being 
injured. He was employed as presi- 
dent of the packing company. His 
principal duty was buying cattle. 

Nearly a year after the accident, 
Shaffer sold his interest in the pack- 
ing company, became self-employed 
in the cattle buying business. He 
then applied for permanent partial 
disability compensation because of 
an alleged forty percent reduction 
in his physical and mental effici- 
ency. 

At the hearing, he testified his 
ability to work had been consider- 
ably lessened because of injuries re- 
ceived in the fall. He claimed his 
son had to help him with much of 
his work—particularly because of 
mistakes he made in figuring. No 
medical testimony indicated the 
claimant’s earning capacity was im- 
paired, nor did Shaffer establish 
that fact. 

The compensation board ruled 
since Shaffer received as much or 
more from his employer after the 
injury as before, the fact precluded 
any recovery. The board decided 
the claimant failed to show any loss 
of earnings. 

The reviewing court also denied 
compensation. It held the test was 
not whether there had been loss of 
earnings caused by the injury, but 
whether there had been a loss of 
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earning capacity—a loss of ability to 
earn in the open labor market. There 
was no proof in the record of any 
loss to Shaffer’s earning capacity. 
Claim disallowed. 
Shaffer v. Midland Empire Packing 
Company: Montana Supreme Court, 
July 9, 1953. (259 P.2d 340) 


State Agrees To 
Attendance At Mass 


Mrs. JOHNSTONE, THE CLAIMANT, was 
injured on Sunday, while attending 
mass in an auditorium on grounds 
of the Buffalo State Hospital—an 
institution owned, maintained, and 
operated by the State of New York. 
Mrs. Johnstone, employed by the 
state as a cleaning woman at the 
state hospital, was injured when a 
female patient of the hospital—also 
attending mass that day—suddenly 
threw herself upon Mrs. Johnstone 
while Mrs. Johnstone knelt in 
prayer. 

Mrs. Johnstone worked six days. 
She was off duty on Sundays. She 
paid the State of New York for room 
and board provided at the institu- 
tion. She had customarily attended 
mass in the auditorium approxi- 
mately twice each month. 

In denying Mrs. Johnstone’s claim 
for compensation, the court ruled: 
1) the accident did not arise in the 
course of the employment, 2) she 
was not induced or allured by the 
state to make such use of the audi- 
torium. The mere fact the state 
acquiesced in the claimant’s practice 
of attending mass did not increase 
the state’s duty. 

Claim disallowed.

Wisconsin’s Wojcik 
Hearing Loss Case 


A RECENT WISCONSIN SUPREME COURT 
decision made history insofar as 
awards for occupational diseases in 
that state are concerned. 

Albert Wojcik, 60 years old at 
time of his claim worked in the drop 
forge department of the Green Bay 
Drop Forge Company. He was hired 
in 1945. In 1951, Wojcik filed an 
application for compensation. He al- 
leged he had sustained partial perm- 
anent loss of hearing caused by 
excessive noise while in the course 
of his employment. 

There were many drop forge ham- 
mers in operation in Wojcik’s de- 
partment. Even the employer agreed

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the sound in the plant was more 
than adequate to damage hearing if 
a man remained in the sound for a 
sustained period. 

Two medical experts agreed the 
employee had _ sustained loss of 
hearing in both ears. They attrib- 
uted the loss to the employment. 
Both considered the loss permanent. 

The industrial commission found 
Wojcik, sustained the loss of hearing 
as a result of his employment; that 
such hearing impairment was a 
“disease.” 

The decision was appealed to the 
state supreme court. That court had 
repeatedly held that in the case of 
occupational disease, there can be 
no disability within the meaning of 
the compensation act without a 
wage loss; that it is the wage loss 
and not the exposure of employment 
which constitutes the disability. 
Wojcik lost no wages as the result 
of his disability. 

In cases of occupational diseases 
the courts formerly said that for an 
employee to be entitled to compen- 
sation, he must have sustained suf- 
ficient physical incapacity from di- 
sease to be rendered incapable of 
performing his services. Extent of 
injury had to result in a wage loss 
while the employer-employee rela- 
tionship existed between the parties. 

In Wojcik’s case, the court re- 
versed itself. The schedule of dis- 
abilities listed in the act is applic- 
able to losses and impairments re- 
sulting from occupational disease 
as well as industrial accident. If an 
employee loses a finger or hand as 
result of an industrial accident, he 
is entitled to receive the number of 
weeks of compensation specified in 
the schedule, even though he may 
have sustained no wage loss. If the 
employee should lose his finger or 
hand from radium or x-ray expo- 
sure over a period of years and con- 
tinue in his employment without 
wage loss, he should receive com- 
pensation specified under the sched- 
ule, reasoned the court. It should 
be judged in same way as finger or 
hand loss resulting from an indus- 
trial accident. 

Loss of hearing, said the court, is 
one of the schedule disabilities. No 
distinction should be made between 
cases where an employee sustains 
loss of hearing by trauma from 
cases where it is sustained by oc- 
cupational disease. 

Claim allowed.
